WELLINGTON, New Zealand, Jan. 1 
1938, (LP) The New Year flashed

Outlook For 1938 Encouraging After Slow First Quarter 
Of Year; General Average For Twelve Months Will 
Be About Ten Per Cent Less Than 1937, He Declares 


By ROGER W. BABSON 
BABSON PARK, Mass.—We are not entering a major depression; 1938 will 


see a resumption of the upward trend which began in 1933. The first quarter 
may be poor—much worse than the early months of 1937; but later in the year 
I look for a substantial revival. Do not confuse this current sharp recession 
| with a major depression! Payrolls, prices, stocks, real estate, and jobs should 
| all be on their way to new highs by the end of 1938. 

© This December presents a tremend- 


ous contrast with a year ago. Then, 
the old year was riding into the history 
books on a great wave of optimism 
and hope. “Good times” lay over the 


| horizon of 1937. The dark years of 


1929-1935 were drowned out in a hur- 
ricane of wage boosts, dividend extras, 
and gigantic Christmas trade. My fore- 
cast at that time was: “1937 will be the 

first year of real prosperity since 


| 1929 ... The entire year’s gain should 
| average seven to eight per cent above 


, 1936.” 


Prosperity did come. Business did av- 


/ erage 7 per cent above 1936. This past 
| August the Babsonchart stood at 8 per 
cent above normal, higher than it has 
| been for seven years. But after Labor
